The nows of the explosion soon 
spread over the entire coko region, and 
superintendents, mine bosses, and llro bosses 
from nearly all tho worts hastened to tho 
Youngstown mino to assist in getting out the 
men and aid in whatever way they could. It 
-ivas about :J:15 a. in. when tho lust body was 
taken out. Tbe lulled number fonrbioa, in- 
jured ten, and two escaped uninjured. As 
soon as tho lust man was found tho dead 
bodies worn wualiod and-dressod, the clothing 
being furnished by tho company out oC tho 
company's store at tho works. Thoy -ivoro 
then laid side by side in ft small framo build- 
ing and covered ovor with whito cloths, 
ready to bo viewed by tho coroner and hu 
jury, which was done in tho morning, but 
inquest will not bo hold until Thursday morn- 
ing at 7 o'clock.
